Majority Conclusions. 


Major conclusions reached by 

the committee majority were: 

1. In the Southwest the In- 
terior Department has _ re- 
sorted to every conceivable 
device to end the partnership

His proposals, he said, will 
include treating 16-year-olds as | 
adults in traffic cases and com- 
pulsory mechanical inspection of | 
licensed vehicles. | 

Garnholz will also recom- 
mend, he said, a law patterned 
after one now in force in 
Pennsylvania. This ordinance 
gives police officers the right to 
require intoxication tests for 
anyone whose driving indicates 
he has been drinking. 

Parental Responsibility. 

Missouri needs a parental re- 
sponsibility act, making fathers 
and mothers responsible for ac- 
tions of their children, Garn- 
holz said. He continued: 
. “In our investigation of the 
recent log bombing, we found 
that mahy of the parents were 
much surprised to learn of the 
activities of their children. They 
apparently had no idea their 
children were involved in this 
type of activity. 

“The problem is one that is |

TEHRAN, June 7 (UP) — 
Iranian troops occupied a Sovi- 
et oil installation in northeast 
Iran Tuesday, a high-ranking 
government official disclosed 
today. He said the troops dis- 
possessed the Russians at the 
installation. 

Official sources said a Soviet 
embassy official “complained” 
to the Iranian Foreign Ministry 


about the action, which took 
place at Khuryan, 136 miles 
east of Tehran. 


The government source said 
the closure shut down “one of 
the last Soviet espionage cen- 
ters’ in Iran. 

He said government troops 
occupied the Khuryan oil in- 
stallations and escorted two 
Soviet oil company employes 
and 15 Iranian employes to 
Tehran. 

The Soviet Union agreed in 
January 1955 to withdraw from 
the last of its oil installations 
in Iran, but the Russians stayed 
on at Khuryan, where they had 
obtained an oil concession 30 
years ago from the local man- 
ager of the National Bank. 


After World War II, while 
Soviet troops were occupying 
northern Iran, the Khuryan 


area was considered one of the 
major indoctrination areas for 
local Communists. 

The Iranian government re- 
cently asked the Russians to 
hand over the installation, but 
they repeatedly refused during 
negotiations that lasted until 
last week.

Parents of youthful offenders 
will be called before the grand 
jury and asked to help with 
the problem, Garnholz said. 

Garnholz, a former 
Representative, said hé would 
recommend to the next State 
Legislature “some much needed 
and substantial laws to cope 
with the traffic problem here.” 

His proposals, he said, will 
include treating 16-year-olds as 
adults in traffic cases and com- 
pulsory mechanical inspection of 
licensed vehicles. 

Garnholz will also recom- 
mend, he said, a law patterned 
after one now in _ force 
Pennsylvania. This ordinance 
gives police officers the right to 
require 
anyone whose driving indicates | 
he has been drinking. 

Parental Responsibility. 

Missouri needs a parental re- 
sponsibility act, making fathers 
and mothers responsible for ac- 
tions of their children, Garn- | 
holz said. He continued: 

“In our investigation of the 
recent log bombing, we found 
that mahy of the parents were 
much surprised to learn of the 
activities of their children. They 
apparently had no idea their 
children were involved in this 
type of activity. 

“The problem is one that is 
going to have to be reckoned 


with in the home. Parents them- | 


selves are going to have to start 
demonstrating and teaching re- 


. spect for law and authority if 


the problem is to be solved.” 

Garnholz declared himself op- 
posed to supervised drag-racing. 
“This would help spread the 
menace to boys not addicted to 
the practice and would make 
heroes of the very few who 
could afford.the proper type of 
vehicle,” he said. 

County Police Superintendent 
Albert E. DuBois, speaking for 
the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners, recommended to the 
County Council yesterday the 
appointment of a special juve- 
nile division which would con- 
sist of three men and two 
women.

Former Police Lt. Louis Ira 
Shoulders, who is completing a 
three-year prison term for per- 
jury. in the Greenlease ransom 
case, is scheduled to be released 
from the United States Medical 
Center for federal prisoners at | 
Springfield, Mo., June 16, the 
Post-Dispatch was told today. 

Shoulders, who has been in| 
the prison hospital confined to | 
bed for several months, has suf- 
fered several heart attacks, | 
prison physicians reported. He 
is 57 years old. 

He was sentenced to prison 
May 21, 1954, 
a little more than two vears of 


his term Hie received time 
off for good behavior. 
Stroke at Trial, 

Prior to entering the prison 

at Springfield, Shoulders suf- 


fered a stroke in Kansas City 
while on trial for perjury. Be- 
fore that he had another stroke 
while playing golf in 
Park and was off duty 
about 60 days. 

As a result of his condition, 


prison officials never did place | 


the former policeman in a cell. 
Instead he occupied a dormitory 
room with five other prisoners 
until his condition became such 
that he was transferred to the 
hospital. He suffered a coro- 
nary occlusion, doctors said. 
Shoulders and his riding 
partner, Patrolman Elmer Do- 
lan, were convicted of lying 
about the handling of the $600,- 
000 Greenlease ransom money. 
Dolan was sentenced to two 
years and served one year, six 
months and 10 days at the Fed- 
eral Reformatory at Texarkana, 
Tex. He was released last Dec. 9. 
Known as a fearless police- 
man, Shoulders had long been 
a controversial figure in the 
police department here. 
to entering the depariment he 
was a taxicab driver. Police in- 
vestigators and agents of the 


Federal Bureau of Investigation | 
are still actively engaged in the 


search for about $300,000 miss- 
ing from the ransom 
Arrested Kidnapers. 

The former officer reached 
the peak of his career with the 
arrest of Carl Austin Hall and 
his accomplice, Mrs. Bonnie 
Brown Heady, kidnap-killers of 
little Bobby Greenlease, son of 
a wealthy Kansas City automo- 
bile dealer.

ing the company’s veto on the 
use of this line to wheel fed- 
eral power to preference cus- 
tomers in Idaho. 

Part of Broader Program. 

7.—The federal power poli- 
cy which the present Ad- 
ministration is making every 
effort to reverse is part of the 


broader conservation program 
to assure the people of the 
country maximum use of their 
river-basin resources. 

8. The announced Adminis- 
tration policy is identical with 
that of the private power 
companies. It is designed to 
destroy the federal power 
program and eliminate every 


vestige of opposition to the 
establishment of a complete 
private power monopoly in 
the United States. In carry- 

ing it out, the activities of the 

Interior Department and the 

private companies are com- 

pletely co-ordinated in each 
region of the country. Only 
the refusal of the rural elec-

Pioneering in the Near East 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

President Eisenhower's address at 
B-ylor University, encouraging the 
extension of educational facilities in 
those areas of the world where there 
is a great hunger for knowledge, 
points again to the necessity for 
wider support from the American 
public for our educational institu- 
tions abroad. 

We are embarking on a program 
which will bring improved health 
and educational facilities to the 
many young people whom we have 
had to turn away in the past be- 
cause of limited funds. 

Our seven colleges in Greece, 
Turkey and the Arab world consti- 
tute a $5,000,000 program. Seventy 
per cent of the funds comes from 
the Near East itself in the form of 
tuition and fees; 15 per cent from 
endowment; 15 per cent from the 
American public. 

Over a period of 90. years our pri- 
vately endowed colleges (neither 
mission nor government. schools) 
have pioneered modern educational 
practices, education for women, and 
the exchange of technical informa- 
tion in the fields of engineering and 
medicine. 

The students, totaling—over 7000, 
and faculty come from 52 nations 
and represent all major religious 
groups. Most are from the Near 
East. 

The colleges have trained many 
of the leaders in government (am- 
becsedors, cabinet ministers, dele- 
gates to the U.N.), medicine, business 
and education who are providing im- 
peitvus to the development of the 
Near East. 

This program is unique in its area 
of the world and might well serve 
as a model for the use of private 
funds for education abroad in build- 
ing understanding and good rela- 
tions throughout the world.

Cold Shoulder 


President Eisenhower made two statements 
at his Wednesday press conference that are in 
efiect in open conflict. 

First, Mr. Eisenhower did the splendid thing 
of speaking up strongly for congressional en- 
actment of his $4,900,000,000 foreign aid pro- 
gram. Doing so he displayed leadership which 
is urgently needed to get the aid program 
through Congress where the aid measure is 
opposed by a large number of influential Repub- 
licans as well as some Democrats. 

Second, the President did the literally inex- 
plicable thing of refusing to say even one good 
word for Senator Wiley of Wisconson who has 
been the chief Republican supporter of the 
Eisenhower foreign policies in Congress. 

A correspondent put the Wiley question to 
the President point blank. Would the Chief 
Executive give help to the veteran Republican 
Senator who has backed the Eisenhower foreign 
policy when many other Republicans were fight- 
ing the President on foreign issues? 

Mr. Eisenhower's answer was that Senator 
Wiley had said he neither wanted nor expected 
White House help in his primary contest and 
that in any case it is not the place of the 
President to intervene. 

The Milwaukee Journal had quoted Senator 
Wiley as saying he did not expect anything from 
the White House because “any Midwestern in- 
dependent resents being told how to vote.” But 
the Wiley staff quickly made it clear that the 
Senator did very much want at least some 
favorable comment from the President. 

Since Mr. Eisenhower noted that he had read 
the Journal clipping only that morning, it seems 
clear that the President never even asked Sen- 
ator Wiley whether he believed he was entitled 
to support. Yet the Senator was repudiated by 
the McCarthy dominated G.O.P. state conven- 
tion in Wisconsin primarily because he has 
backed the Eisenhower foreign policy and 
earned the McCarthyites’ hatred. 

The real White House attitude toward Senator 
Wiley is confused by the performance of 
Postmaster General Summerfield as keynoter 
at the convention which voted for a McCarthy- 
ite Congressman, Glenn R. Davis, over Senator 
Wiley, 1795 to 481. 
member who was chairman of the Republican 
National Committee in 1952 did not even men- 
tion Senator Wiley’s name in his address. 

This could well have been a slip on the part 
of an amateur in politics. It was hardly uninten- 
tional in a professional politician such as Arthur 
E. Summerfield, but the Postmaster General 
declined to comment. This gave rise to the 
rumor, as Newsweek phrased it, that “even Ike 
doesn’t want Wiley.” 

President Eisenhower of course is free to 
choose which Republican Senators he will help. 
But he has set a precedent this year for sup- 
porting Senator Wiley wholeheartedly in the 
Wisconsin primary. He set this precedent when 
he released Douglas McKay from the Interior 
Department secretaryship to run against Repub- 
licans already in the G.O.P. primary race in 
Oregon. And he gave the McKay candidacy his 
fond blessing. 

The President says the McKay case is not a 
precedent since he thought Mr. McKay was 
without G.O.P. opposition in the primary. If 
this is so then the nation can be only thankful 
that the military intelligence Gen. Eisenhower 
received in World War II was better than the 
misinformation fed to him about Republican 
politics now that he is head of the party. 

The President, of course, could either write a 
letter or speak out in appreciation of Senator 
Wiley’s Strong support of Eisenhower foreign 
policy without issuing a formal primary in- 
dorsement. How can he expect G.O.P. mem- 
bers in Congress to back him on the lagging 
foreign aid program when he deliberately turns 
a cold shoulder on the Republican Senator who 
has done most for his foreign policy? 
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Stop Order for Dragsters 

St. Louis county has had a rash of recent 
trouble with young “dragsters” and “hot-rodders” 
to add to its list of traffic law violators. Yet 
county police judges lack real power to run the 
drag racers off the roads. 

Under Missouri's improved driver's licensing 
system, only state courts can suspend or revoke 
the state licenses of chronically dangerous driv- 
ers, although municipal courts can suspend li- 
censes temporarily within the city limits of St. 
Louis and Kansas City. This system has pre- 
vailed because of a misunderstanding. Rural leg- 
islators note that in their areas police courts 
handle only minor cases. In cities, however, mu- 
nicipal courts are the main traffic courts. 


Consequently the Municipal Judges Associa- 
tion of Greater St. Louis plans to ask the 
Legislature to let police judges in the county 
suspend or revoke licenses for repeated cases of 
dangerous driving. The police courts need this 
power to create a roadblock for the reckless. 

But the Legislature should think twice before 
giving the police judges the additional power 
which they seek to treat 16-year-old drivers as 
adults. If the line between adult and juvenile 
offenders were moved back for traffic cases, it 
might later be moved back for criminal cases 
as well. Natural concern over traffic. safety 
should not take Missouri back toward the days 
when children were sent to jail.

Punk Show 


The Shubert theatrical interests, in their fight 
against the Boston Post, are continuing a war 
on criticism which has raged for half a century. 
Editor John J. McManus of the Post told a 
House Judiciary subcommittee the Shuberts, con- 
trolling all seven of Boston’s legitimate theaters, 
made a “definite attempt” to control the opin- 
ions expressed by the newspaper's drama critic. 

It is by no means the first such complaint 
that has been made against the Shuberts, who in 
turn only took up where Klaw & Erlanger, their 
predecessors, left off. Life, a humorous weékly 
on the order of England's Punch, later acquired 
in name only by the Luce publications, fought 
out the issue of critical andependence with 
K.&E. Vanity Fair fired Dorothy Parker, then 
its drama critic, for some sharp reviews, and 
Robert Benchley and Robert E. Sherwood quit 
the magazine's staff in protest. 

The Shuberts banished Walter Winchell for not 
liking a Shubert show, but he sustained himself 
with the consolations of philosophy. “I can’t go 
to Shubert openings, so,’ he said, “I wait three 
nights and go to their closings.” When waiting 
became tedious, Winchell put on crepe whiskers, 
represented himself as an elderly uncle of the 
Four Marx Brothers, and sneaked into a Shubert 
theater where they were playing. 

Channing Pollock, blacklisted by the Shuberts, 
was driven from a career of drama criticism in 
Washington, into a long and profitable career 
as a playwright. Alan Dale quit the New York 
American when that newspaper knuckled under

tices in subsequent editions. When the Shuberts 
banned Alexander Woollcott of The New York 
Times, The Times threw out their advertising, 
and the result was fame and fortune for Wooll- 
cott, complete victory for The Times, abject sur- 
render for the Shuberts. 

In this saga of One on the Aisle, the critic has 
been up occasionally and down likewise. The 
single consistent fact, suitable for pondering

agement, is that in the long run it is honest 
criticism, not bought opinion, which has come 
out on top. 


Paul Freund Rings the Bell 

There will not be many 1956 commencement 
addresses to‘approach that of Paul A. Freund 
at Washington University in significance. Mr. 
Freund, a former St. Louisan who now adorns 
the law faculty at Harvard, fired what ought to 
be only the opening gun in a national defense 
of the United States Supreme Court against its 
blatant detractors who are rising up in far too 
many places these days. 

Speaking on the subject of the “rule of law,” 
Mr. Freund reviewed some of the more obvious 
and hence more shocking instances of noisy 
defiance of the Supreme Court. After citing 
chapter and verse on these critics, the law 
teacher warned that one price of “this irrespon- 
sible criticism” is that “we will be led to look 
for supine mediocrities for the bench” because 
of distrust of judges “of intellect and character.” 

The threat of these denouncers of the Su- 
preme Court is all the greater because, as Mr. 
Freund said, “a spirit of cynicism about our 
judges is a deeply insidious thing in that it is 
not a dramatic phenomenon like lawlessness or 
juvenile delinquency.” As the speaker said: 

These ills are serious enough but far less 
menacing, because all right-minded people 
are against private lawbreakers and in 

But public con- 
tempt for the highest law is likely to be- 
come pervasive just because it is not 
conspicuous. 

We are entering a time when to live 
under a cloud is more than a casual figure 
of speech: it is a literal and dreadful reality. 
If the inhabitants of this planet are ever 
to emerge from the shadow of destruction 
and the paralysis of fear, it will be through 
an extension of the Rule of Law. 

And so it behooves us not to weaken our 


attachment just when that attachment has 
become most crucial. 


These strong and perceptive words from Paul 
Freund are all the more welcome because the 
law school faculties have done far less than 
their share to protect our cherished rights in 
recent years. There have been notable excep- 
tions—law professors like Mr. Freund's chief, 
Dean Erwin N. Griswold at Harvard, Malcolm 
P. Sharp at Chicago, George W. Goble at Illinois 
and others who might be named—but by and 
large the law teaching ranks have not been 
aroused by attacks on freedom here at home. 


Surely the Freund message, coming as it 
does in the centennial year of the late Justice 
Louis D. Brandeis, will encourage other law 
teachers to stand up and be counted. 
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Downtown and the Aldermen 

An opportunity to do something constructive 
to alleviate downtown St. Louis’s parking prob- 
lem is knocking at the door of the Board of 
Aldermen. At the moment downtown is said 
to be short at least 6000 parking spaces. 

As a starter, the City Administration wants to 
build two public garages. Together these 
would accomodate close to 1500 automobiles, 
or just about 25 per cent of the need. But 
nothing can be done until the Aldermen au- 
thorize condemnation of land for the garages. 
A bill to accomplish that is pending. 

Every Alderman has _an important stake in 
the maintenance of downtown property values, 
which are bound to suffer without adequate 
parking facilities. Downtown occupies approxi- 
mately 2 per cent of the city’s total land area 
but represents about 20 per cent of the real 
property tax base. 

In other words, downtown carries a substan- 
tial part of the municipal tax,load. If property 
values downtown decline, taxes naturally will 
rise throughout the rest of the city. It is as 
simple as that. The Aldermen ought not to 
hesitate. They should give the city all the 
authority it needs to make those two garages a 
reality. 
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Sharks’ Teeth to Rich Dirt 


Anyone know when the last real Missouri 
Indian died? Why shark teeth have been dug 
out ef Missouri soil? What the glaciers did for 
Missouri farming? 

The last member of the tribe for which Mis- 
souri was named died in 1930. Shark teeth dug 
up here help prove that the state was covered 
by oceans eons ago. The glaciers leveled Mis- 
souri southward to the Missouri river and pro- 
vided our best farm land. All this is related 
during a guided tour of the State Capitol mu- 
seum, courtesy of the Missouri Conservation 
Commission. 

These points are a’ sample of the information 
contained in the commission’s “Citizens of the 
Soil” by Jim Keefe, part of a series issued to 
aid conservation teaching in our schools. The 
first booklet was “Meet My Neighbors,” intro- 
ducing children to our wildlife. Next came “The 
Little Stream” on water resources, then 
“Buteo’s Forest,” about forest management. The 
latest is a well-illustrated upper-grade reader 
which employs the showcases of a museum to 
begin the story of Missouri's growth from its 
soil—and what made the soil. 

There has been a gap in good reading ma- 
terial about this vastly important subject of the 
conservation of natural resources. The State 
Conservation Commission has done an excellent 
job in filling it. Beyond that, the commission's 
booklets remind us of these uncommon com- 
monplaoes on which our culture is built—the 
soil, water, plants, animals. A sound education 
cannot overlook them, and that is as true for 
adults as for children.

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Mrs. Kling’s Testimony 

The position taken by Mrs. Ann Ruth Kling 
as a witness before the House Un-American Ac- 
tivities subcommittee in St. Louis is a position 
that does her a great deal of credit. Mrs. Kling, 
who is the wife of a Washington University pro- 
fessor, told how she became a member of the 
Communist party, how she worked for it in its 
organizational activities and how she was ex- 
pelled nearly 10 years ago in connection with 
her marriage to Merle Kling who strongly dis- 
approved of Communist teachings. 

But having talked freely about herself, Mrs. 
Kling refused to inform on others. She said 
that she had nothing to conceal about herself 
but that she would not be “a tattle-tale.”” She 
said. it was a matter of conscience with her 
not to “snitch on anybody.” 

Morally this is a wholly defensible attitude 
and the distinction in testimony that Mrs. Kling 
applies is one that deserves both popular and 
official respect.

The Irresponsibility of the Senate 


The Mirror | 
of 
Public Opinion 


In last decade it has shown power to block presidential programs, 
both Truman's and Eisenhower's, says observer; but has not 
evolved adequate national policies; too many members represent 
special interests in their states; investigation and reform needed.

In the 10 years since the war, the 
United States Senate as an institution 
has had a rising curve of power and a 
declining arc of moral prestige. 

The elevation of Senator James East- 
land to the chairmanship of the Ju- 
diciary Committee through the blind 
operation of the seniority system, the 
intensive exercise by Senator Lyndon 
Johnson of all the powers of the ma- 
jority leadership to force through the 
unpopular gas bill, the dramatic revela- 
tion by Senator 
Francis Case of the 
$2500 “campaign 
contribution” from 
a gas lobbyist, and 
the belated, half- 
hearted confronta- 
tion by the Senate 
of the submerged 
and ugly issue of 
campaign financing 
have all contrib- 
uted to the geom- 
etry of events. 

The particular is- 
sues take on addi- 
tional significance 
in the context of 
the larger questions of the distribution 
of power between Congress and the 
President and the balance of political 
forces in the nation at large. To whom 
is the Senate responsible? 

Only in exceptional intervals is the 
President able to play a role in the 
American system comparable to that 
of a British Prime Minister. This is 
the role of the strong party leader who 
puts his program through Congress. 


A Southern G.O.P. Veto 


After 1938, the Democratic party, 
with a majority of its members com- 
mitted to the Administration program, 
retained paper control but a hostile 
Southern minority was able to coalesce 
with the numerically strengthened Re- 
publicans to interpose an effective veto 
on further domestic legislation. 


The deadlock had severe and dis- 
abling side effects for both the Presi- 
dent and the Senate and, therefore, for 
the country. In the presidency, Mr. 
Truman by the last two years of his 
Administration had lost virtually all 
influence over the course of legislative 
action. He was able to exercise the 
great formal power of his office by 
sporadic, naked thrusts of will such as 
ordering troops into Korea or firing 
General MacArthur. But he had been 
shorn, of the no less important intangi- 
ble pdwers of the presidency: the power 
to persuade, to maneuver, to direct the 
course of public opinion, to negotiate 
fruitful legislative compromise. 

In 1952, the voters intuitively turned 
from both the dominating figures who 
symbolized this stalemate in favor of 
General Eisenhower. The image of the 
peacemaker loomed appealingly. 


Lyndon Johnson 


President Reigns, Senate Rules 


Mr. Eisenhower has not, however, 
“worked through” the problems posed 
by the stalemate in the manner of an 
effective leader of the moderate cen- 
terists. He remains moderation’s symbol 
but not its agent. He lacks the dedi- 
cated energy and practical political 
skills to resolve dilemmas tortured by 
delay and partisan bitterness. The great 
issues, from school aid and farm relief 
to civil rights and foreign economic 
policy, remain about where they were 
in 1949. They have been anaesthetized. 

Mr. Eisenhower does not control, co- 
ordinate, and direct. Neither is the 
Democratic Senate able to impose its 
will on the Administration 

President Eisenhower's proposals for 
health reinsurance, road building, farm 
policy, and other domestic measures go 
ignored. The President reigns, but the 
Senate rules or, more often, does not 
rule, but investigates. 

Under our fystem, the government 


drifts whenever the Senate is in the 
ascendancy. This is only natural, for 
Senators are the ambassadors of 
their states, advocates (and prisoners) 
of the local and regional interests of 
their diverse constituencies; 

The present difficulties of Senator 
Lyndon Johnson, the Democratic ma- 
jority leader, underscore this fact. His 
considerable talents are’ heavily mort- 
gaged by the predatory force of a sin- 
gle economic interest in his native 
state. Texas oil and gas barons not only 
want to exploit nature’s bounty as a 
privilege but also to be subsidized by 
the government as a right. 


Conservatives and the Gas Bill 


Senator Johnson used his authority 
to call up the natural gas bill. It was 
at great cost to his own party for it 
nearly destroyed the party’s “giveaway 
issue” in an election year. Five of the 
nine members of the Democratic Policy 
Committee opposed the bill but gave 
way before Johnson's personal pressure. 

The debacle to which Senator John- 
son led himself and his party illustrates 
the crucial defect of Senate govern- 
ment: its irresponsibility. The coalition 
that passed the gas bill is the same 
bloc of conservative Republicans and 
Southern Democrats which Senator 
Taft led. It is unanswerable to the ma- 
jority of the American people. ‘* 

Neither the Southern minority nor 
the conservative Republican minority 
has been able to control a convention 
of either party for 30 years. 


A presidential candidate who cam- 
paigned openly on the platform of the 
legislation passed by the Senate coali- 
tion in the past decade—featuring such 
items as the Taft-Hartley law, the 
McCarran-Walter immigration act, the 
tidelands oil and natural gas bills, re- 
duced foreign economic assistance, and 
concerted hostility to civil rights re- 
forms—would be overwhelmingly de- 
feated. Yet the two minorities combined 
dominate the Senate. 

Several forces conspire to intensify 
the rigidity and unrepresentative char- 
acter of the Senate. One is the in- 
creasingly important role of big money 
and what the politicians call “silent 
money” in the financing of expensive 
TV campaigns. Another is the strict ad- 
herence to the seniority system in the 
selection of committee chairmen. 


Campaigns at Public Expense 


Two reforms would help restore the 
independence and representative char- 
acter of the Senate. First, the financing 
of political campaigns should be taken 
completely out of private hands. The 
source of political power must be puri- 
fied. It is to the government's own in- 
terest that Senators should be answer- 
able only to their own consciences and 
to the voters of their own states, and 
therefore the government should make 
that possible by paying campaign costs 
out of the federal treasury. The flow 
of funds from private interests must 
cease, for every campaign contribution 
has a string of some kind attached. 

Secondly, the Senate should modify 
the seniority system to provide that no 
chairman may serve for more than four 
years. Haphazard as it is, there is no 
satisfactory alternative to the seniority 
method, but that does not mean the 
Senate should delegate its committee 
power for incalculable periods of time. 

Beyond these reforms, the answer 
lies in a re-awakening of the conscience 
of the Senate, which was once strong 
and active. 

A strong Chief Executive might break 
the stalemate and thereby reduce the 
dangers of the Senate's drifting, irre- 
sponsible power.

Rubens As Diplomat 


THE LETTERS OF PETER PAUL RUBENS, translated 
and edited by Ruth Saunders Maegurn. (Harvard 
University Press, 415 pgs., with appendix, notes 
and index, $/0.) 

In March, 1603, when the first letters 
in this book were written, Rubens, serv- 
ing the Duke of Mantua, was on a mis- 
sion to Spain. He had the extraordinary 
task of escorting over the Apennines 
and then by sea, gifts for Phillip III and 
his court. These included a coach and 
six bay horses, vases of rock crystal, 
silver and gold, two chandeliers, eleven 
arquebuses and many carefully packed 
paintings. 

The letters are anguished. “‘Incompe- 
tent advice of I know not whom” has 
set him on a roundabout route. Funds 
are insufficient. The way is beset by un- 
precedented rains and floods. Dampness 
ruins the paintings. Through it all Ru- 
bens maintains a delicate equilibrium 
between the firm statement of his opin- 
ions and needs and the deference due 
his noble master. He emerges as a dip- 
lomat of considerable finesse. 

* . ~ 

Some 25 years and 170 letters later 
he is sent once more to Spain, now by 
the Infanta Isabella, Governor for Spain 
in Rubens’s native Flanders. From 
Spain, Phillip IV sends him to England. 
It is no mere matter of a fragile coach 
and rock crystal vases. Now he fences 
with the Count Duke of Olivares, with 
Charles I and his ministers for peace 
between England and Spain. His opposi- 
tion is Richelieu. Rubens threads his 
way adeptly and again is successful. 
Meanwhile he corresponds with noble- 
men, scholars, and antiquarians regard- 
ing marbles and gems, perpetual mo- 
tion, canal construction, military opera- 
tions, every book off the press and doz- 
ens of other topics. 


This then, is a book about Rubens the 
diplomat and humanist rather than Ru- 
bens the artist, with the notable excep- 
tion of his work for Marie de Medici. In 
fact it is less a book about one man 
than about XVII Century Europe worn 
by the Thirty Years War, burdened by 
the penury of princes whose economy 
was owned by the Fuggers of Augs- 
burg and the bankers of Genoa. 

: + _ 

Warfare had bogged down into inter- 
minable sieges such as those of Breda 
and La Rochelle. Connoisseurship, how- 
ever, grew as king and courtier col- 
lected antique marbles and contempo- 
rary paintings. Scholars exchanged 
books and ideas as enthusiastically and 
constantly as bad communications per- 
mitted. 

Letters written to or concerning no- 
table personages are of exceptional in- 
terest. One of the most appealing of 
such personages is Spinola, Commander 
of Spain's force in the Netherlands. His 
portrait by Rubens in the collection of 
the City Art Museum, serves as one of 
the book’s illustrations. The stature of 
Rubens himself becomes apparent as he 
moves with singular detachment among 
all these fields of interest; political, in- 
tellectual, artistic. He writes “I regard 
the whole world as my country and I 
believe that I should be very welcome 
everywhere.”

Taste Treats for Hot Weather Meals 


Recipes That Provide Something More Than Cold Cuts

OW is the season of the

Some 
braunschweiger, some cheese 
and a slice or two of bologna, 
all superimposed on some tired 
lettuce.

Sleeping Problem

a S it at all common for a 10-year-old girl to have 
| exea difficulty getting to sleep at night?” a mother 
writes. “My daughter has become unable to fall 
asleep most nights without a good deal of tossing and 
worrying and trips to the 
bathroom. She was always 
a very sound sleeper until 
about four months ago. 
“‘Now she worries a great 
deal whether she will fall 
asleep at night. I have 
assured her that as long 
as she is resting in bed, 
she needn't worry about 
sleeping. She goes to bed 
at 8:30, usually tired and 
sleepy, but then she be- 
gins to worry about stay- 
ing awake, and _ conse- 
quently she often does not fall asleep until about 10:30 
or later. Sometimes she will doze off and then awakes 
to look at the clock.

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“AT FIRST I used to get up with her each time she 


went into the bathroom. She would have a nervous 
stomach and think she might actually be sick to her 
stomach, although this didn’t happen. After a while |! 
insisted that I should not be disturbed if she couldn't 
sleep, but that she might put the light on and read for 
a little while. She does this sometimes. 

“She has never before had any sort of behavior prob- 
lem, and still is easy to handle and get along with. Il 
would appreciate any advice you might give me about 
this. I sometimes feel very panicky about not handling 
this problem properly.”

YES, IT IS QUITE COMMON for 10-year-olds to 
have more sleep trouble than they have had at earlier 
ages or will have later on. Some have trouble getting 
to sleep. Others have nightmares or walk in their sleep. 
With most, by 11 or a little after, this difficulty drops out. 

The fact that your daughter has been a sound sleeper 
until just recently makes us most optimistic about the 
resolution of this problem. We think you are quite right 
not to get up with her as long as she doesn't really need 
you. But it is reasonable to allow her to put her light on 
and to read. 

Possibly you might wish, just for the time being, 
to allow a slightly later bedtime. For the girls in our 
10-year-old research group, though the average bedtime 
was 8:30, were mostly asleep by’ 9:30. Thus her wakeful 
period is longer than the average. Bedtime at nine might 
decrease this. 

It may be encouraging to her to know that this stage 
probably won't last long. Also you are very right to 
assure her that unworried rest in bed, while doing not 
fully as much good as sleep, still does a lot of good. So 
ever if she doesn’t get to sleep until 11 or so, if she lies 
there calmly, thinking of other things, and doesn't worry, 
she is getting rest. 


New Horizons for Aviation Medicine 


Air Force Officer to Jump ‘Free’ 17 Miles Above Earth to Provide Doctors With Information

WASHINGTON, June 7. 
OMETIME this summer at 
§ Hotioman Air Force Base in 
New Mexico a daring and 
dramatic research project will 
get under way. In a series of 
six balloon flights, two young 
Air Force officers will attempt 
to reach an altitude of between 


85,000 and 90,000 feet. As they 
reach this height — approxi- 
mately 17 miles above the 


earth's surface—one of the men 
will jump “free” into space. 

Carrying oxygen equipment 
and wearing specially designed 
clothing to protect him against 
subzero temperature and enable 
him to survive in the rarefied 
atmosphere, the jumper will 
hurtle downward through the 
first 13 miles of his journey to- 
ward the earth with only a 
small drag chute to prevent his 
spinning like an atomic whirli- 
gig. At 20,000 feet, when he 
reaches air dense énough for 
the use of a big parachute, he 
will pull his rip cord or let 
the big chute open automatical- 
ly and, if all has gone well, 
float the remaining four miles 
safely to earth. 

At the same time the jumper 
steps from the balloon’s gon- 
dola for his 17-mile “free fall” 
through space, his partner will 
set the balloon adrift and ride 
the gondola, stabilized only by 
a small drag chute, downward. 
At 20,000 feet he will bail out 
while a specially constructed 
parachute carries the gondola 
and its cargo of scientific in- 
stuments the rest of the way 
to the ground. 
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AN men survive a 17-mile 
Cire fall? And just what hap- 

pens to them in this long 
dive through the wild blue yon- 
der? The New Mexico tests to be 
carried out by the Aero Med- 
ical Laboratory, Wright-Patter- 
son Air Force Base, will pro- 
vide answers to those questions. 


A little publicized and highly 
specialized corps of men en- 
gaged in aviation medicine face 
such questions daily. These 
medical men of our Air Force 
and Navy are constantly con- 
fronted with new problems as 
planes ate produced that fly 
ever higher and ever faster. 

As technological progress 
produces aircraft that now 
carry men daily into the near- 
vacuum of the upper atmos- 
phere, the men of the medical 
profession’s newest specialty 
must grapple constantly with 
situations that down-on-earth 
doctors are never called upon 
to face. 

In various Air Force and 
Navy medical research centers, 
aviation medicine experts work 
continuously on such problems 
as the effect on pilots of cen- 
trifugal pressure piled up in 
high-speed turns in flight; the 
effect of cosmic rays on human 
tissue; heat suits necessary 
when the thermal barrier is 
reached by planes flying be- 
yond the speed of sound; 
escape devices necessary. in

HERE was_ snobbishness 
T among the American farm- 

ers who lived in the Cold- 
water settlement near Florissant 
before and 
after the war. 
It was based 
on ancestry and 
manners and 
education rath- 
er than upon 
materia] things. 
Certain fami- 
lies recognized 
one another as 
equals; they ex- 
changed calls, 
and their 
daughters were 
permitted to visit for several 
days at atime. My mother and 
Eloise Bissell visited each other. 

They danced in those days, 
mostly the schottische and the 
polka; they went skating and 
sleighing and_ riding. They 
painted in water. colors, wrote 
verses in one another’s albums, 
and played the piano surpris- 
ingly well. But the greatest di- 
version was reading; even today 
at 94, my mother lives on the 
literature stored up in her girl- 
hood. 

As for education, her older 
sister was sent first to the Lo- 
retto Convent in Florissant, 
where, if a girl crossed her legs, 
she was offered a cigar by the 
sisters, and later to Christian 
College in Columbia. Mother 
went to Mary Institute when it

was on Lucas place, boarding 
near the school. Her brother 
attended Washington Univer- 


sity.

A GENTLEMAN —and most 
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of the farmers considered them- 
selves gentlemen—lived by a 
rigid code. There could be no 
exchange of money between 
equals except for the purchase 
of land; the produce of the 
farm and one’s personal serv- 
ices must be freely given. My 
grandfather's exceptionally fine 
orchard with its rare varieties 
of fruit was at the disposition 
of his neighbors, and he had 
the freedom of their land and 
their stock.

Q. What is the smallest wood- 
pecker in the United States? 
A. The downy woodpecker, 
also called ghe black-and-white 
driller, It is only six and one- 
half inches long. This bird is 


~ | found in most parts of the Unit- 


ed States and Canada.

Q. Is there something special 
about the tongue of a wood- 
pecker? 

A. Yes, it is extra-long and 
has barbs at the end. It is fit- 
ted to go into a narrow hole and 
to haul out insects or grubs.

Q. Is it true that some wood- 
peckers store acorns for food? 
A. The California woodpeck- 

er stores acorns in holes which 
are drilled for the special pur- 
pose This green, black and 
white bird may make hundreds 

| of holes in the side of a tall 
tree. In each hole an acorn is 


~ | placed, 


Months go by and then wood- 
| peckers of this kind return to 
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the forest where they stored 
the acorns. They eat the ma- 
terial inside the acorn shell; 
which may taste better after the 
passing of a season. They also 
feast on the grubs of insects. 
Insect eggs are placed insifie 
the acorns, and the larvae, or 
grubs, provide food for the 
birds,

Q. Do any other woodpeckers 
store up nuts? 

A. Yes. The red-headed wood- 
pecker for example, puts 
beechnuts in hollow parts of 
trees during the autumn, These 
beechnuts supply winter ‘food 
for the redhead 

The red-headed woodpecker 
finds ready-made holes for the 
beechnuts, but the California 
woodpecker makes the holes for 
the special purpose of holding 
acorns.
